The letter 


says that Admiral Kautz gave no •warn- 
ing of the bombardment, but that when 
it commenced, he tthe writer) thought 
a salute had been fired. According to 
the correspondent, British Consul Maxse 
is greatly blamed for the trouble, and 
there seems to be an inclination among 
the Germans to bold the British re- 
sponsible for the war, instead of the 
Americans. 
The German commander 


of the Falke, in addition to taking on 
board women and children of his own 
nationality, extended to American and 
English women and children the hos- 
pitality of his chip, which was greatly 
crowded. 


The German 
correspondent 
says: 


"Admiral Kautz thanked the Germans 
for this courtesy by shelling the German 
consulate. The admiral later attributed 
the firing on the consulate to poor am- 
munition. 
The inmates of the French 


mission were greatly alarmed at the 
firing, and one of the girls was slightly 
wounded. Admiral Kautz was requested 
to take her on board the Philadelphia, 
but he declined to do so, saying the ship 
was no institute for girls.

Doghouie* »nd Pop Kenneli. 


Doghouse is the name applied to a 


house made for a dog to live in out of 
doors; dog kennel to a house or box 
built for a dog's quarters indoors. The 
doghouse is likely to be for a big dog; 
the kennel, in private bouses, for a lit- 
tle dog. There are few doghouses used 
in the city, and in proportion to the 
number of put dogs uot a great many 
kennels, but still the number of kennels 
in the aggregate is considerable. 


Doghouses ure made with a sloping 


roof to shed rain. No finch necessity ex- 
ists in the case of the kennel, and ken- 
nels are always made with a fiat top. 
Things may be placed on top of them. 
The kennel is practically an oblong box 
made of yellow or white pine or of 
wbitewood, aud customarily painted 
white and without ornamentation. The 
kennel has a grated opening in the top 
fur purposes of ventilation, with a cover 
to put over to prevent draft. 
Former- 


ly the doors of such kennels were made 
of wire cloth; now they are all made 
with bars of a very small sized gas pip- 
ing. 


The kennel of this kind is BO made 


that it is raised at the corners enough 
to make the bottom clear the floor, and 
it is often mounted on casters, so that 
it can be conveniently moved about 
from room to room. Such kennels are 
made by carpenters, and tbey_cost $5 to 
$10 each, according to the size.— New 
York Sun. _

ing to Be Greeted •• a T«ntiinonlal 
of Oar Friendship to France—The 
Vurioue Exhibit*. 


Not one of all tbe nations which havo 


signified the purpose to take part i« the 
great Paris exposition of lOuO #s bhow- 
ing a deeper mtore=t than tho United 
States of America. Now that tho people 
of America are assured of sp.ice suffi- 
cient for an adeqnate representation, 
they are setting about the work of prep- 
aration for their exhibit with chaiac- 
teristic energy, and it is fair to predict 
that their share in the great enterprise 
will be is every way worthy of the 
great American people. 


Two great headquarters have been 


established, one in Chicago and the 
other in New York, and a large staff of 
bnsy employees is engaged in each for- 
mnlating the work in hand. Stenogra- 
phers and typewriters, heads of depart- 
ments and chiefs of bureaus crowd each 
other in even the ample space provided 
fcr the service. In reality all of the 
work of classification and assignment 
for a world's fair is going on in min- 
iature, for tbe American exhibit at 
Paris is not to constitute a department, 
but a fraction of every department. 
And so it happens that there must be 
at every turn an expert in charge of 
every phase of the work. For instance, 
in the department of mineralogy there 
is an expert in mines and mining an 
expert electrician surpervises the de- 
partment of electricity, and so on 
through the entire grounds of the Paris 
classification. 


Ferdinand W. Peck, the commissioner 


general, is singularly qualified alike by 
native ability and general and special 
training for the great task which has 
been imposed upon him. He was born 
in the city of Chicago, tbe most enter- 
prising of all American cities, was 
graduated in the Chicago public and 
high schools and in the Chicago univer- 
sity, and was the unanimous choice of 
the people of the great western metropo- 
lis for first vice president of the exposi- 
tion of 1893. Although he is accounted 
one of the leading citizens of the great 
western state of tbe republic, he is still 
a young man, having scarcely turned 
bis fiftieth year, and is known through- 
out tbe United States as the founder of 
the Auditorium, the great music ball 
and opera bouse of Chicago. 


The appointment of Mr. Peck as com- 


missioner general is in itself a sufficient 
guarantee tbat the United States will be 
represented in Paris in a proper and 
dignified way. He enjoys the confidence 
of the entire American people, and it 
would be difficult to imagine any one 
whose appointment could have given 
better promise for the American repub- 
lic. Mr. Peck's associate, Mr Wood- 
ward, represents the eastern section of 
the country, which, in this undertaking, 
is thoroughly at one with the west. As 
director of exhibits tbe commissioner 
general has appointed Mr. F. J. V. 
Skiff, tbe distinguished assistant direct- 
or general of the Columbian exposition 
of 1893, and the preseui director of the 
Field museum of Chicago, than whom 
no better fitted selection could have 
been made. 


Major Brackett, the secretary of the 


commission, appointed by the president 
of the United States, is another of the 
staff who achieved distinction in con- 
nection with the World's fair. Preced- 
ing tbat event, as special commissioner 
on behalf of the United Staffs, he visit- 
ed England, France, Spain and Portu- 
gal on a tour of inspection, and later 
occupied an important official position 
in charge of the foreign exhibits at Chi* 
cage. Mr. Drake, in charge of the elec- 
trical department, and Mr. Dodge, su- 
perintendent of the agricultural exhibit, 
are also recognized experts in tbeir line 
of work, while Mr. Blackmar, the di- 
rector of affairs, and Mr. Getz, in 
charge of tbe department of decorative 
art. >'s well as Mr. Cauldwell, in charge 
of the bureau of fine arts, and Mr. 
Coolidge. the chief architect, are all 
eminent in their respective lines. 


The work before the commission is 


not one of accumulation, but rather of 
discriminating selection. Already the 
applications for space far exceed any 
possible allotment at the disposal of the 
commission. Indeed had the authorities 
of Paris been able to acc-ord to America 
three times the space allotted it could 
have undoubtedly been creditably filled. 
It is in the department of electricity, 
primarily, tbat the United States will 
make her best exhibit, for the United 
States is essentially the home of elec- 
trical invention and progress. The mar- 
velous display of Edison in 1889 will be 
augmented very greatly in 1 BOO. 
Not 


alone the improved forms of telephonic, 
telegraphic and phonographic commu- 
nication, but tbe startling develop- 
ments of Nicola Teala. including the 
different forms of direct and vibrating 
currents, as well as the transmission of 
intelligence without any intermediary 
wire, will prove alike startling and of 
unsurpassing interest 


The various forms of automobile in- 


ventions, in which America admittedly 
holds a front rank, will furnish an ex- 
hibition sure to awaken tbe greatest 
possible interest To these must be add- 
ed a thousand and one appliances for 
the propulsion of tram cars and other 
tyes of vehicles', as well as tbe electrical 
devices for moving machinery, largo 
and small, for lighting, signaling, etc. 
Even within the decade which has 
elapsed since the last exposition of Paris 
amazing progress in tbe science of elec- 
tricity baa taken place, and in no conn- 
try has the advance been more marked 
than in tbe United States.

A DIMINUTIVE LETTER. 


One the Size of a Stamp Posted lit 


New York. 


The smallest letter tbat ever went 


through the New York postoffice was 
sent recently. It ia just the size of a 3 
cent stamp, not the large ones, but tbe 
small style, about five-eighths by three- 
quarters of an inch in size. 


There was naturally no room on the 


front side of the envelope for the ad- 
dress, so it had to be written on the 
back. 
It bears the address of Miss 


Bessie Myers, 325 Amsterdam avenue, 
and was written by S. D. Lewis of 12 
West One Hundred and Third street. 
When tbe envelope is opened, the little 
letter that drops out is just one-half an 
inch wide by eleven-sixteenths of an 
inch long. It has four pages and is 
neatly written and perfectly legible 
without a microscope. It contains just 
134 words. 


The letter was so small that it looked 


just like a postage stamp in the letter 
drop at the Eighty-fourth street and 
Columbus avenue branch postofSce. 
When it was discovered to be a genuine 
letter, the canceler put it thiough his 
machine with great care He handed it 
to a carrier, who took especial pains to 
see that it got to its address safely.—

Steamship ««u Battleship Bullclicadi Not 


Worth u Much OS They Seem. 


On all first class passenger steamships 


and on all large warshnps a greai per- 
centage of ifce total cost is spent direct- 
ly arid indirectly on bulkheads or on 
what these bulkheads necessitate. No 
passenger would willingly make a voy- 
age in a hiior which was not known to 
have a celiiilar structure, and no gov- 
ernment would think of building a bat- 
tleship or cruiser without bulkheads. 
Set it is a fact well known, at least to 
all seafaring menaud shipbuilders, tbut i 
these bulkheads, strong and perfect in | 
themselves, are precisely as safe and i 
efficient as the doors in them and not a 
whit more so. 


The doors as at present constructed 


and operated aro notoriously bad and 
dangerous. They bave been the direct 
and known cause in the loss of many 
lives and many good ships and are 
doubtless chargeable with many more 
ships on the list of "missing and unac- 
counted for." It is astonishing to the 
expert t:> see the general public and 
even seafaring men so ready to accept 
the prevailing superstition about the 
safety of bulkheads. The best possible 
bulkheads without equally good doors, 
operated on a safe system, are abont as 
good as a <£iain with a link missing. 
The history of marine disaster has 
taught us this if it has taught us any- 
thing, aud yet we go oil crossing the 
Atlantic in liners of much vaunted safe- 
ty and bragging about invulnerable bat- 
tleships,-apparently with implicit con- 
fidence in this bnlkiiead fetich. 


There should be as few doors as pos- 


sible, and some very alle experts con- 
tend that there should be none. On the 
other band, most captains and chief en- 
gineers say they must have doors. Man- 
ifestly the only way out of the difficulty 
is to get safe doors, safely operated. 
The number of watertight doors and 
hatches on a first class battleship is over 
350, and there are nearly 300 valves and 
gates connected with ventilating, drain- 
ing and flooding the hull and involving 
the safety of the ship. It will there- 
fore be seen that the systematic control 
and operation of these devices is a mat- 
ter of no mean importance. 


It takes abont 110 men to look after 


these details alone in response to a col- 
lision alarm under the present condi- 
tions, and it is a matter of very grave 
doubt on the part of those best informed 
as to whether the supreme efforts of 
these 110 osen can attend to doors, 
hatches and valves quickly enough to 
save the ship.—Cassier's Magazine. 


The Elephant Corp*. 


An English newspaper, in an article 


on the Siamese army, says: "In one re 
spect the Siamese army is superior to 
every other, and that is in its elephant 
corps. Eight hundred of these animals, 
which are stronger, though smaller, 
than those of India, are organized into 
a special corps, commanded by a retired 
Anglo-Indian officer, and their beads, 
trunks and other vulnerable parts aro 
protected against ballets by india rub- 
ber armor."

SEVEN PERSONSKIILED 


In a Deadly Riot Started by a Negro 


Desperado at Pana, His. | 


Minlla, April II.—General Lawtonhaa 


captured Santa Cruz, at the extreme 
end of the lake. 
He drove the insur- 


gents, who were commanded by a 
Chinaman named Pac Wan, into the 
mountains. 
The Americans had six 


men wounded. 
The rebels lost 68 men 


killed, and had 40 men wounded. 


Santa Cruz -n as the Filipinos' strong- 


hold on Lake Laguna de Bay, and its 
fall formed one of the mpst interesting 
and most important battles of the war. 
The plans of the American commanders 
worked perfectly, with the exception 
that the progress of the expedition was 
delayed because of difficult navigation 
ot the river. 


About 1500 picked men. composed the 


expedition, which was under the per- 
sonal command of General Lawton, on 
account of the illness of General King. 
These troops partly surrounded the city, 
while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, 
Napindan and Oesto, under the com- 
mand of Captain Grant of the Utah 
battery, shelled the city and outlying 
trenches. 


General Lawton and his staff accom- 


panied the troops, sometimes' leading 
charges, in Indian fighting tactics, which 
eventually resulted in the complete rout 
of the rebels, with the smallest amount 
of damage to the city and slight loss to 
the American*. 


The expedition started from San Pedro 


Macati at dusk on Saturday, intending 
to capture Sapta Cruz by assault at day- 
break. But, In navigating the shallow, 
tortuous Paslg river, perhaps through 
the cunning of the native pilots who were 
not anxious to see the Americans suc- 
cessful, several boats grounded, and it 
was nearly dawn when the troops 
reached the lake. The expedition then 
Steamed cautiously forward, the Napidan 
and the Oesto a mile ahead and the 
Laguna de Bay guarding the rear. Rebel 
signal fires, however, were lighted on the 
mountain tops, giving warning of the 
approach of the troops.

It was noon before the white church 


towers of the city appeared 
in the 


Ehadow of the great volcanic mountain 
on a marshy plain dotted with occasional 
palm groves. 


At Casco a square-ended, flat-bottomed 


boat, with a force of 200 picked sharp- 
snooters under Major Weisenberger, 
mostly belonging to the First Washing- 
ton regiment, were run into a shallow 
Inlet about rive miles south of the city. 
Then a few shells were sent toward the 
entrenchments of the rebete at the edge 
of the woods, sending the enemy scam- 
pering inland. 


Then a number of Americans Jumped 


into the water and, wading for about 100 
yards, crept forward and formed in line, 
covering the landing of the remainder, 
which finished about B o'clock. The three 
troops of the Fourth cavalry, unmount- 
ed, were sent ashore on a dangerous 
marshy point, directly south of the city, 
under fire from the enemy's trenches. 


Meanwhile in the town itself there was 


Utter silence and not a sign of life. Gen- 
eral Lawton, desiring to make an Inspec- 
tion and to give the inhabitants an oppor- 
tunity to surrender, went on board the 
Laguna de Bay and, accompanied by a 
press launch, steamed slowly to the 
dock, the whole fleet watching anxious- 
ly. When It was discovered that the 
trenches and stone buildings were 
swarming with white-clad soldiers the 
two boats withdrew, receiving: volleys 
from the trenches thrown up on the 
marshy plain north of the city. 


The flotilla anchored in compact form- 


ation for the night, ready to resist any 
surprises from the rebel gunboats sup- 
posed to be in the lake. 
At sunrise 


yesterday the assault commenced. The 
American line south of the city stretched 
two miles Inland, and. with Its left 
sweeping the shore, It moved north, 
while the Fourth cavalrymen, on the 
point, advanced toward the city, pour- 
Ing volleys upon the trenches. Simul- 
taneously the gunboats hovered along 
the shore, shelling the woods ahead of 
the troops, and driving the Filipinos In- 
land. 
The Gatllngs cleared several 


trenches. 


The whole brigade was divided Into 


squads of 12, and the fighting was car- 
ried on In the old time frontier fashion, 
from behind trees, crawling 
through 


bushes or rushing across the open. The 
trenches that were not cleared by the 
gunboats gave considerable resistance 
when the line was nearing the city, and 
the Lacuna de Bay and Oesto bom- 
barded foA.n hour In the hope of making 
them too warm for occupancy, but did 
not succeed in clearing them entirely. 


General Lawton, with the Fourteenth 


Infantry battalions, approached a nar- 
row Iron hfidge across a creek on the 
south border of the town. Here a com- 
pany of Filipinos WM Intrenched across 
the stream, and behind a stone barricade 
at the entrance to the bridge. The 
Americans rushed forward In single file, 
In the face of a galling fire, demolishing 
the barricade with their hands, and 
drove the enemy from the trenches, kill' 
lag a dosen. 


The Filipino soldiers in the town, se- 


creted In various buildings and firing 
(torn the windows, gave the Invaders 
an Interesting houjr.

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April li.~The agitation against 


Chairman Whitney of the board of 
registration in pharmacy, which resulted 
in the introduction of a bill the purposa 
of which was to legislate him out oj 
office, 
and which bill passed both 


branches of the legislature, has culmi- 
nated In the resignation of Whitney. 
Governor Wolcott sent for Mr. Whitney 
yesterday, and it was during a conferenc< 
between them that the resignation was 
presented. As the bill was aimed almost 
entirely at the chairman of the board of 
registration in pharmacy, and as his 
resignation took away the chief cause 
for the passage of the bill, Governor 
Wolcott intimated to the senate that hs 
could not sign, the bill in its present form. 
Thereupon the senate sent for the bill 
that it might be amended. 


The senate passed the following meas- 


ures: A bill relative to certain suits for 
damages for property taken by tha 
metropolitan water board, a bill pro- 
viding- for the construction of a new 
building at the hospital for epilepftcs at 
Rutland; another bill providing for farm 
buildings at the Medfleld insane asylum. 


The committee on metropolitan affairs 


baa voted to report the bill repealing the 
sewer tax law in Boston passed last year. 
The committee also voted reference to 
the next general court of all the bills and 
petitions relating to more subways for 
Boston. The committee also voted to 
report leave to withdraw on the bill for 
the repeal of the act relating to the 
•ewerage wortcs of the city of Boston; 
and a bill to extend for three years the 
term of the transit commission of Bos- 
ton. 


Reference to the next general court was 


reported on the resolve for new buildings 
at the state reformatory and on the bill 
to allow the commitment at the discre- 
tion of the state board of charity of in- 
digent or neglected children. 


A bill was reported providing that If a 


husband or wife dies Intestate, leaving 
issue of their marriage, but none of any 
former marriage, the survivor shall take 
one-half the real estate of the deceased 
for life and aJ»o absolutely one-half the 
personal property. 


The Boston assessors' bill passed to Its 


third reading. 


Suicide In Prison. 


Concord, N. H., April 11.—Herbert 


Clough of Portsmouth, who had served 
part of a 10-years' sentence in the New 
Hampshire state prison for felonious 
assault, committed suicide yesterday by 
eutting his throat with a case knife. 
He was in his cell at the time, where he 
had been ordered by the prison physician 
on account of sickness. 


Rise In Price of Stoves. 


Chicago, April 11.—A general meeting 


of stove manufacturers, representing 
practically all the territory between New 
England and the Rocky mountains, was 
held yesterday to consider tie advisa- 
bility of advancing prices. It was de- 
cided to increase all prices 10 percent and 
to make the advance effective immedi- 
ately.

Resisted Deputy Sheriff's Ef- 


forts to Arrest Him. 


Affair.Developed Into a General Battle Between 


Armed Citizens and Miners. 


Ffena, Ills., April 11.—A pitched battla 


broke out at 10 a. m. yesterday between 
Sheriff Downey, his deputies and the im- 
ported negro miners. 


The list of casualties thus far compiled 


is as follows. The dead: 


Frank Coburn, citizen; Xa,vier Lecocq, 


Frenchman, union miner; four negro 
men; 
one negro woman. 


Tlte wounded: 
Frank Landsworth, 


shot in the Head; Mrs. Henriet, shot in 
left arm; Will Kuhn, laundryman, shot 
in legs and hand; Cyrus Strickler, shot 
in bade Albert Vhkers, shot in hand; 
George Kimball, shot in arm; Henry 
Stevens, negro, shot in neck; Cass Prot- 
fitt, shot in foot; Carrie Felix, shot in 
breast. 


The situation quieted flown at night- 


fall, and no more trouble was looked 
for. 
Adujtant Reece, Colonel Culver 


and three companies of infantry arrived 
at 6 o'clock last evening on special 
trains, 
and order was maintained 


throughout the town from that time on. 
The troops now here are company H, 
from Decatur; company G, from Spring- 
field, and company B, from Taylorville. 
The soldiers immediately began patrol- 
ling the streets throughout the entire 
City. 
Miners stood about in groups 


talking, but there \\as no outward man- 
ifestation of excitement, although it was 
evident that great indignation existed, 
especially among the townspeople, over 
the shooting of the citizen and woman. 


Henry Stevens, a negro miner, who 


has long been considered a leader among 
his associates, is declared to have been 
the direct cause of the riot. 
It is said 


he was also the leader of the riot that 
occurred last September. 


Stephens has long cherished hatred for 


Sheriff Downey and has openly made 
threats that he would kill him on sight. 
Sunday he was on the street with a re- 
volver, saying he was looking for Sheriff 
Downey. He continued this yesterday, 
and Sheriff Downey came upon him on 
Locust street. The sheriff commanded 
Stephens to deliver the revolver, and tord 
him he was under arrest for carrying 
concealed weapons. Stephens without a 
word instantly levelled his weapon and 
fired at the sheriff. The bullet went 
wild. The sheriff Immediately opened 
fire on the negro. Deputy Sheriff Cheney, 
hearing the shooting, rushed to join 
Sheriff Downey. 


Stevens took to his heels, and suc- 


ceeded in gaining Penwell's general 
store in Locust street, the principal 
thoroughfare* two blocks distant, and 
took his stand in the entrance. 
He 


hesitated there an instant, and then 
stepped to the pavement, leveled his re- 
volver down the street toward his ap- 
proaching pursuer, and fired. The bul- 
let missed the deputy sheriff and struck 
Xavier Lecocq, a Frenchman, who was 
standing in the entrance of a nearby 
saloon, snuarely in the forehead, killing 
him instantly. 
Stevens then turned and 


ran into the Penwell store and sought 
refuge with men, all of whom bore 
weapons. 
Deputy Cheney dashed into 


the store, followed by Deputy Mullen 
and several citizens. 
A fusillade of 


bullets was poured into the store, and 
Stevens emptied his revolver at big 
assailants from behind the counter. 


The Infuriated crowd at the door con- 


tinued th* fire, and Stevens, seeing that 
death was inevitable If he remained be- 
hind the counter, made a desperate dash 
from his cover to a stairway In the rear 
of the store. 
He fell, pierced by six 


bullets, before he had gone 10 feet. One 
of the bullets had gone through his 
neck, another through his back and the 
other wounds were of a minor nature. 


The firing stopped instantly, and 


Deputy Downey ran to the side of the 
wounded negro and placed him under 
arrest. 
Stevens, with blood pouring 


down his clothing, walked with his 
captor to a physician's office, where he 
was given medical attention. 
He was 


then taken to jail. 


Meanwhile the riot was raging in the 


•treet. 
As soon aa the first shot had 


been fired, the whistle of the electric 
light plant was blown as a signal for the 
citizens, the majority of whom had long 
ago been sworn as deputies, to turn out 
armed and ready to fight. At the same 
time the miners of the Pana and Penwell 
mines, which are located about four 
blocks from the Penwell store, which is 
In the center of the town, rushed into the 
tipples and opened fire on the thronged 
streets. 
The news that Stevens had 


been shot and arr a ted aroused them to a 
pitch of fury. 
They shot at any living 


mark in sight, and as a result, among 
their victims are three women, two of 
them white, wounded, and one negro 
woman dead. 


Late last night Adjutant Rees ordered 


Captain Miller of company B, Blooming- 
tonk to report at Pana immediately to 
Colonel Culver with his dntire command. 
The saloons were all closed in Pana im- 
mediately after the fighting and re- 
mained closed throughout the night. 
Coroner Bradley said at midnight that he 
had been told'that the bodies q^six more 
negroes had been found in the Flatham 
district. The coroner was unable to 
verify the rumor. 


Governor Tanner has issued a procla- 


mation declaring martial law here. The 
proclamation creates a district compris- 
ing the city of Pana and all territory 
within one mile thereof, and forbids the 
carrying of arms within such district.

A WEAHBV OPINION. 


The important news from Manila 


yesterday was not the news that Gen- 
eral Lawton had successfully captured 
Bant* Cruz; it was the opinion of the 
aituation cabled from Manila by the 
correspondent of the Associated Press. 
This opinion was printed in yesterday 
evening's 
Transcript. 
There 
was 


nothing very encouraging in it. It 
told us that there was too much 
optimism about the value of the com- 
missioner's proclamation, that prob- 
ably 100,000 men would yet be needed 
to properly pacify the islands and give 
protection to their cities, that though 
the Filipinos in large numbers were 
gladly resuming their pursuits, and 
though the power of Aguinaldo's army 
were crushed, there would still be left 
enough professional bandits to harass 
the country and make life and business 
insecure. As to Aguinaldo ,the cable 
informed us that high Americans were 
of the opinion that the United States 
should buy him off as Spain did, this 
being believed to be the course most 
economical of money and life. 


The anti-administration papers this 


morning showed their glee at receiving 
such news and published it as a "dis- 
couraging uncensored view." It is 
worth remarking here that the fact 
that this view passed the censor in- 
dicates that the censor is not such a 
horrible fellow as some people have 
been making him out. But that is not 
jf much moment. What this "uncen- 
sored view" gives us is that the situa- 
tion in the Philippines is something 
more than the American people bar- 
gained for when they rushed into war. 
It is something more than can be met 
by high sounding phrases. It strikes 
one of the hardest blows as the abso- 
lute independence tomfoolery because 
it shows how chaotic that indepen- 
dence would be. It hurts the pet fad of 
Aguinaldo the patriot, the Washing- 
ton reincarnated, for it gives us an 
on-th-spot estimate of Aguinaldo. Buy 
him up, it aays, and then all will not be 
out of the way, the professional ban- 
ditf will be left. What is the United 
Stated government ta do? Fold its 
tents and steal away, proclaim a,n in- 
dependent government and flght off 
nations while the Filipinos and the 
AjpuineWoe and the bandits settle their 
private disputes in their own bush- 
whacking, throat- cutting way, or die- 
charge the duty it has assumed by 
compelling order in those islands at 
whatever cost? Come nearer earth, 
gentlemen, and look things in the face.

Havana is becoming Americanized 


rapidly. A strike on all the railways 
went into effect Sunday and no trains 
ran out of Havana city. The strikers 
though, wanted it understood that 
their flght was with ihe company and 
nobody else. They sent a committee to ' 
Governor-General Brooke to inform 
him that they had no desire to hamper 
the Military government, and if it was 
necessary 
the strikers 
would man 


trains for the transportation of Amer- 
ican troops. The committee also offer- 
ed to run trains for the conveyance of 
the mails, but wished it understood 
that no passengers or freight would be 
hauled. This offer was accepted by 
the director of the postofflce, and con- 
spfjuently there has been little or no 
delay in the handling of the mails. 
The men are fighting for a restoration 
of the wages that were paid before the 
war. 


Assistant Secretary Micklejohn has 


given out a report of our recent trade 
•with Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pics. With reference to the Philip- 
pines the report says: "The trade 
of 
the 
United 
States 
with 


the Philippines, begins to show the 
natural growth due to the direction of 
the earnest attention of American ex- 
porters to the archipelago. While the 
exports from our ports to the Philip- 
pines for February, 1898, only amount- 
ed to $t907, for the same month this 
year they are more than nine times as 
much, being 19,592. 
For the eight 


months ended Feb. 28, 1898, they were 
only $69,235, while for the correspond-r 
ing period of the present fiscal year 
they show a gain of nearly 70 per cent. 
reaching $117,031. Our direct importa- 
tions from 
Manila for 
February, 


amounted to $27,033, a gain of nearly 
50 per cent over the same month last 
year. For the eight months preceding 
March they reached $2,641,175, aa com- 
pared with $2,102,889 for 
a 
similar 


period the year before." This is a 
pretty good showing for a country that 
is being plundered and its people mur- 
dered in cold blood by this liberty- | 
crushing, inhuman, inglorious nation. 


Speaking of bills, there is a complaint 
that local dealers are in many cases 
very hard persons to secure statements 
from. A Main street merchant was 
heard the other day saying that he was 
almost afraid to buy goods of another 
merchant here simply because it was 
hard to get a bill, Of course many 
dealers make it a point to send out 
monthly statements, without "dun- 
ning" except when absolutely neces- 
sary. But the fact remains that in 
many cases a man lets a bill run 
simply because he does not kno%v, and 
cannot find out, how much he owes. 
The fault for this )s perhaps largely; 
with those who receive such state- 
ments in an ungracious spirit. But the 
business men and the consumers would 
be much better off If it were the gen- 
eral custom to send statements once a 
month.—North Adams Transcript.

RIFLES FOR NEW WARSHIPS. 


To B* Greatly ••pcrtor t» the Beat 


Gam* Now IB Dae. 


There are DOW being manufactured 


at the naval gun factory at Washington 
rifles of all aizeg for ships authorized, 
which are expected to develop far higher 
qualities than those obtaining for ord- 
nance of equal size at present installed 
on shipboard. They will be heavier, 
more costly and greatly superi™- to the 
best gncs of the Oregon, Brooklyn and 
other types of new vessels. None of the 
larger sizes has yet been assembled, 
bttt designs were completed several 
months ago by which the twelves, eights 
end sixes will be more effective weapons 
than £C"° of the same diameters now 
afloat. One of the first pieces completed 
is a 6 inch rifle, which will shortly be 
tested at the naval proving ground 
down the Potomac. The present 6 inch 
rifle has a velocity not exceeding 2,100 
feet per second for its projectile, while 
the new piece, with its enlarged pow- 
der chamber, will have not less than 
8,000 feet velocity, and the 8 inch will 
almost eqnal it. A rapid fire 9 inch gun 
with 3,000 feet velocity will equal in 
effectiveness the old slow fire 8 inch 
now on the Baltimore and Boston. 


In addition to the vast amount of 


work the shop is doing for the new 
ehips, it is engaged also in converting 
all 6 inch guns of the slow fire pattern 
into quick firing. The difference be- 
tween the two is very great and it is 
intended that every vessel now mount- 
ing the slow fire guns shall be equipped 
with the most modern mechanism as 
fast as batteries can be dismounted and 
the guns sent to Washington for the 
change. So far nearly all the vessels of 
Admiral Sampson's command have the 
sixes and some with Admiral Dewey's 
fleet, but the Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and a number of other vessels still re- 
tain the same old batteries mounted 
when they were first constructed.—New 
York Sun

Croquettes. 


Tbe secret of having croquettes firm, 


lies in their being mixed for a long 
time. Tho meat should be chopped very 
fin a after being freed from all fat and 
gristle, and abont a half pint of milk 
allowed to each pint of meat. The milk 
ehould be put over tbe fire while a ta- 
blcspcon'al of butter and 2 tabiespoon- 
f nls of floor are rubbed together. Tbe 
hot milk is then added, and tbe wbole 
cocked to a thick, smooth piurte. Mean- 
time, to a pint of chopped im-at is added 
a tablespoonful of chopped parsley, ealt 
and pepper to taste, the grated rind of 
a lemon, and a. teaspoocfal of onion 
juice, if that is liked, or some cooks 
simply rub a halved onion over tbe 
mixing bowl. The seasoned meat is then 
stirred into the paste and tbe whole 
tnrn°d out to cool. The meat should be 
allowed to stand for at least 3 hours be- 
fore it is molded into croquettes. Dip 
first in e"go, tb?n in bread crumbs, and 
fry in smoking hot fat. Powdered shred- 
ded biscuits will be found a pleasant 
variety to the bread crumbs. It is a 
caution, by tbe way, in tbe use of these 
biscuits, where bread crumbs are re- 
quired, that they are very unsuccessful 
in escallopcd tomatoes. They are too 
starchy, evidently, to be of use there, 
and they form a gummy mass that ill 
not appetizing.—Mew York Posk

Two Large Expeditions to* Ex- 


plore tise Antarctic In 1900. 


EXPEOT TO BE GONE TWO YEABS. 


The Moner to 8««»r«d, and 


•Ad Germany Will PMt Them la the 
Field — Outline ol Their Sclent Hie 
Programme—Mr. Lanicntaff'i Gift of 
9135.000. 


The splendid donation of $125,000 


which Mr. L. W. Langstaff, a fellow of 
the Royal Geographical society, has 
just made for the purpose of equipping 
a British antarctic expedition settled 
the question of Great Britain's partici- 
pation in the work of discovery in that 
vast unknown expanse which Germany 
will eater upon next year. The Koyal 
Geographical society started the sub- 
scription with §25,000, and these two 
donations, amounting to $150,000, as- 
sure the finances of the enterprise. It is 
not at all unlikely that the fund will be 
increased to at least $300,000, which is 
the amount the society desired to raise. 
At any rate, a sufficient sum is already 
secured to enable England to co-operate 
with the finely equipped Germen expe- 
dition which will enter the antarctic 
field next season under the command of 
the distinguished Greenland explorer, 
Dr. Erich von Drygalski, whose writings 
on arctic glaciers are conceded to be the 
most authoritative on that topic. 


Scientific societies of Great Britain j 


and Germany have been planning since f 
1895 for this renewal of antarctic ex- 
ploration on a scale so large as to take 
that part of the world out of the realm 
of the unknown. A year ago last month 
the German commission met at Leipsic 
and adopted the plan of exploration 
which Drygalski will set about carrying 
out next year. It is probably the most 
ihorongh scheme of polar investigation 
ever devised. 


The British experts fully approve of 


the German programme, and, instead 
of working independently on lines of 
their own, they will join the Germans 
in carrying out their ideas of what is 
jest to be done in antarctic exploration. 
This does not mean that they will oc- 
cupy exactly the same field, but Jhat 
ihey will have the same scientific pro- 
gramme in view. Sir Clec.ents Mrrk- 
lam, president of the Royal Geogra- j 
phical societyTbas distinctly announced | 
since Mr. LangstaS's gift assured the , 
sending of a British expedition tuat the i 
British vessel will co-operate with the ] 
German expedition. The fact that the 
two expeditions will be engaged in 
work on the same lines gives additional 
nterest and importance to the German 
plan of action, of which the following 
are the leading features: 


The Drygalaki expedition proposes to 


sail about the beginning of August, 
.900, and to return in June, 1902, an 
absence from home of nearly two years. 
The exploring steamer will carry 25 
men, 
of whom five, a geographer, geol- 


ogist, biologist, observer of magnetic 
ihenomena and physician, will compose 
;he scientific staff. There will be five 
ship's officers, including two engineers, 
and 15 men in the crew. The purpose 
s to winter on Victoria Land, discov- 
:red by Rose 53 years ago, and the 
nearest approach to the south polo yet 
made; in the southern spring of 1901 
o advance over the ice of Victoria 
iand by sledges toward the south pole; 
n the summer and early autumn to fix 
he location of the south magnetic pole 
and if possible to explore the west coast 
jf Victoria Land, which has not yet 
ieen visited, and later in the same sea- 
on to start northward for home. 


The advance into the antarctic area 


will be made on the meridian of Ker- 
guelen island, whose advantages for this 
lUrpose are believed to be that no at- 
ack upon the south polar regions has 
et been made along this line; that the 


magnetic work of the expedition may 
ie directly connected with the records 
,t the observatory at Melbourne acd 
he tropical observatory at Mauritius; 
hat toe oceanographical work will con- 
iinne that done by the Gazelle deep sea 
expedition acd to be done by the Chun 
expedition now afloat, and, further, 
what is known of the ice conditions in 
those waters justifies the. expectation 
that they will be favorable fcr naviga- 
tion south of the Kerguelen for the next 
year or two. 


During the journey to Victoria Land 


the expedition will endeavor definitely 
to locate the coasts of ail lands discov- 
ered, to collect geological specimens 
from them and from the masses of earth 
found on drift ice Study the origin and 
structure of the drift ice, and the sea as 
to its depth, temperature,, chemical 
conditions and organic life, collect 
piankton, or ocean organisms, peculiar 
to the surface waters for the study of 
surface currents and take deep sea tem- 
peratures to determine the origin of tbe 
deep sea currents that emerge from the 
antarctic area into the open oceans; 
regular magnetic observations will be 
made on board ship auu also on land 
and ice when opportunity occmtt, anu 
meteorological observations will als,i» bt 
apart of.tbe regular routine. The same 
programme will be carried out during 
the return. 


It is expected that the station on Vic- 


toria Land will be maintained at least 
a full year, and the work there during 
the whole period will embrace meteoro- 
logical and magnetic observations, in- 
cluding magnetic variations, geological 
journeys and collections, zoological and 
botanical collections, studies of the land 
ice and its movements, hydrographic 
work, including tidal measurements 
astronomical determination of the site 
of tbe station, map work and pendulum 
observations 
During the spring and 


inmuier will occur the southern sledge 
journey, expeditions along the coasts 
and the locating of the south magnetic 
pole. —New York San.

The Scene After the Death Dealine Volley 


Had Done Its Work. 


The yelling mass below neared the 


walls. A whistle pierced the tumult.

preserving the beauty of the complex- 
Ion. Both wind and eun when too 
strong are quite as harmful as when 
' too little of their influence is experl- 


1 enced. A wheelwoman who spins along 


j through the open air In the hot sun as 
often as in the shade, protected by 


, nothing but a small, almost brlmlesa 
hat over her face, must expect to expe- 
rience the very worst effects of wind 
and weather. 


Personally I am very enthusiastic 


about wheeling. Taken in moderation, 
it has very beneficial results. Two hours 
dally bicycle riding Is enough for any 
woman, and it should not be at a great- 
er speed than ten miles an hour. Any- 
thing over this is not conducive to 
health. Bicycling will often give to a 
dyspeptic a vigorous appetite, benefit 
a sluggish circulation and give a more 
cheerful view of life to a nervous indi- 
vidual harassed by the cares of busi- 
ness. 


More exercise than I have indicsjted 


impairs the delicate organisms of the 
body. The heart is mainly harmed by 
excessive wheeling. It causes conges- 
tion of that organ, which soon becomes 
chronic and is then followed by valvu- 
ar trouble, especially on the right side 
(the tricuspid valve). 


This condition of the heart causes the 
ungs, kidneys and liver to become con- 
gested and the nerves to suffer In many 
ways. The intense nervous strain en- 
:ailed by the constant anxiety to avert 
danger and the poison produced by the 
diseased kidney and liver will serve to 
njure the strongest constitution and 
cannot but mar tha most captivating 
beauty. 


In France men who are known to be 
onstant riders of the wheel are reject- 
ed for army service because of the 
weakened condition of the heart tha* it 
nevitably brings. 
On alighting from the wheel, unless 
he body is in normal condition, there 
hould be no indulgence in cold drinks. 
At such times even the beverages least 


armful in themselves are very dan- 
erous, and the drinking of them is at- 
:ended with grave perils. 
When the wheelwoman whose com- 
lexion is under most circumstances 
awless sees discolorations appear on 
he face, it indicates that the liver and 
idneys are not in good working order. 
In riding a wheel the cyclist's face is 
o exposed necessarily that the skin ab- 
orbs the heat. This causes a burning 
nd consequent hardening of the epi- 
ermis. To obviate this a good retiring 
ream should be applied to the face be- 
ore the ride is taken. 
It would be just as well for the cyclist 
ho is fond of ascending a Bleep grade 
; a good pace to remember the lesson 
aught by that supposedly lease intelli- 
ent of animals—the mule. When the 
Ule goes up a hill, the longer and 
eeper the ascent the slower he plods. 
Eminent physicians who hava studied 
e sport of wheeling from the hygienic 


>oint of view are agreed that bicycling, 


ce mountain climbing, accelerates the 
tion of the heart, and thus it quickens 
le pulse. By taking too violent'exer- 
se on the wheel the pulse sometimes is 
ade to beat as often as 140 times, a 
inute. Should the strained exercise 
ntinue enlargement of the heart en- 
es, and fatal results are inevitable, 
le greater the age of the rider the 
ore susceptible are the heart muscles 
o enlargement. These truths should be 


ken into serious consideration by arden c 
leelwomen. They apply to men, too, 
t my present remarks are especially 
esigned for women; consequently I 


ntion them. Bicycling should therefore 
taken up only by women whose 


arts and lungs are in the best natural 
ndition and should, even by them, be 
ulged in only in moderation.

I mixed with a lotion of known purity. 
| This should be put on with a damp 


I Turkish washcloth, rubbed very gently 
over the face. Over this application a 
purs face powder should be gently laid 
on, and no veil will be needed, as the 
lotion, cream and powder will prevent 
the wind as well as the dust from get 
ting into the pores. 


On returning home, either on a sunny 


or windy day, wipe from the complex- 
Jon the dust and other impurities that 
the pores exude ^witb the perspiration. 
To do this, take a damp Turkish wash- 
cloth on which is a little rose cream 
and apply it to the skin immediately 
on coming in. After washing the face 
cream, which soothes the irritated cu- 
ticle, should be put on an<? allowed to 
remain for awhile. The retiring cream 
will soothe and heal the skin against 
which the sun and wind have been 
beating while outdoors. After an hour, 
or half hour, rake a little lukewarm wa- 
ter and a little pure olive oil soap and 
wash the cream off the face. Then use 
some of the rose cream with a pure 
skin lotion and the finest chemically 
vouched for face powder. Any woman 
that will profit by this advice need not 
fear having an ugly, disagreeable skin. 
She will always look fresh and lovely. 
[ Of course any one knows that arter 
' coming in tired and dusty from riding 
It is good to get a bath and cleanse the 
skin of the entire body, exercise having 
brought to its surface an extra propor-

A woman who wears a corset should 


have a special one made for cycling if 
she, wishes to derive any benefit from 
the exercise. It should be of lightweight 
material, the bones formed to the figure 
before they are put into the corset, as 
many French corset makers, who make 
a last of the body, do. These bones 
must be soft and pliable. 
The low 


shaped corset, worn very loosely, is the 
best for wheeling. 


Low ties are very bad shoes for cy- 


clers. The best shoe, is a snugly fitting, 
high topped shoe of soxt kid or some 
equally pliable material which allows 
perfect freedom for the muscles. 


Of course, you know, if the hair is not 


well protected from the sun it will be 
bleached by the fierce light, not a beau- 
tiful golden, but an ugly, sodden shade 
that no woman covets. Therefore a 
well protecting hat should be worn not 
only on account of the hair, but also 
out of consideration for the eyes. I 
should prefer a round turban which 
comes well down over the forehead and 
keeps the hair from blowing about.

may be cut from one width, .with the 
addition of small gores marked A: 
above, again, the back, which has a 
fold of material to the center. Dotted 
lines in the diagram show where the 
width is indicated in half section. 


The cloth is first stitched up; then th1? 


lining is joined together snd hemmed in 
at the base and sides. For the &aka of 
firmness a piece of binding: is tacked in 
some three inches from thu base and 
stitched several times by the machine- 
This serves to make the cloth hem of 
the back neater. The placket liule is at

"Setting in" the bands is a very Im-
